25. (once amended) A wire for use in the formation of an 
occlusion within a vascular cavity in conjunction with a microcatheter having an 
interior lumen, said wire comprising: 

a metal coil having a first shape which confomis to said 
microcatheter lumen when within the microcatheter, and said metal coll forming 
an unbiased, regular cylindrical or unbiased single regular conical envelope 
when disposed out of said microcatheter.

Claims 25-31 and 34 were rejected as double-patterning over Claims 1 3-
